2 7 | of this Crowne, hath ſo many waies bene expꝛeſſed, as we cannot chuſe but make it mani⸗ 
feſt to them all by ſome publique declaration, how great a defire it hath wꝛonght in cur 
heart to ſhew our gracious acceptationof their deuotion towards vs, whenſceuer there 
/ ſhall be offered either occaſion oꝛ ſubiect, that may concerne their vniuerſall good. ox 
„ || though it be true, that our Right was ſo aſſured, that whatſoever teſtimonie could therof 
SSIS AD) be vttered, was but the duetie of Subiects, acknowledging that faith and lopalty wherc⸗ 
unto by the Lawes ol God and Nature they were bound: yet doe we confeſſe,that there is 
in the true rules ol Juſtice from the Soueraigne to the Subiect a recipꝛocall office and reſpect, which ther are bound in 
Honour and conſcience to obſerue. The conſideration whereot, hath moued vs to thinke ol ſuch wayes, as foꝛ the pꝛeſent 
did occurre vnto vs, wherein wre might make manifeſt to our people, how willing we are now, and will be ready hercat⸗ 
ter, to be as foꝛ ward in requiting their loue, as they haue bene in expꝛeſſing it. In which conſideration while wee were 
buſted, wee were info2med that the Queene our Siſter deceaſed, finding ſome kewe xeeres befoze her death, that ſome 
things had paed her hand at the impoꝛtunitie okher ſcruants, whom (e was willing to reward with litle burden to her 
eſtate (otherwiſe by neceſſary occaſions erhauſted.) which though they had and might haue foundation in Pꝛincelx Pꝛe⸗ 
rogatiue, yet ciriier by too large ex ending thereof. oꝛ foꝛ the moſt part in reſpect that ther were ol ſuch nature, as could 
hardly bee put in vſe without hinderance to multitu>es of people, oz elſe committed to inferiour perſons, u ho inthe 
execution thereof did ſo erceedingly abuſe the ſame, as they became intollerable: Had purpoſed to reuoke all Crants of 
that nature, and did beginne with ſome, which were held moſt vniu ſt. putting the reſt to the examination ok her Lawes to 
ſtand oꝛ fall, as in the conſtruction of Law ther might conſiſt, oꝛ not. We, who though we had neuer had uch an cxample, 
were euer oppolite in our owne nature to any thing that had colour of oppꝛeſſion, holde it c ur part not cnely carefully to 
perfect ail her good intentions, but to ſtudy further by all good meanes, and with all expedition to put in pꝛactiſc all other 
courſg& whereby a pcovle ſo louing, ſo dutifull, and fo deare vnto vs, mar know and kecle that we are Nh ot make 
Rad by our Juſtice and grace towards them in all reaſonable things, as ther haue bene ready to inercaſe our com⸗ 
foꝛt and contentment in peelding their lopalt te and obedience towards our eſtabliſument in thoſe Rights, which vnder 
Gd wee doe enioy. Therefo2e wee do? erpꝛelly charge and commaund all perſons whatſccuer , That from hence fooꝛth 
they vtterly deſi and foꝛbeare to vſe oꝛ erecute any maner of Charter oꝛ Graunt made by our late Siſter the Queene 
deceaſed, of an; kind ok Monopolies, oꝛ of any Power oꝛ Licence to diſpence with, oꝛ diſcharge any maner of penall 
Lawes (except ſuch Graunts onely, as haue bene made to any Coꝛpoꝛation oz Companie of any Art oꝛ Myſterie, oꝛ foꝛ 
the maintenance oꝛ enlargement ok anr trade oł merchandize / vntill iuch teme as the ſe me Charter oz Grant ſhall be era⸗ 
mined and allowed of by vs, with the aduiſe of our Counſell. to be fit to be put in execution, without any pꝛeiudice to our 
louing Subierts. And where heretokoꝛe many haue bene greatly pꝛeiudiced and delayed in ſuing toꝛ their debts and 
other ducties by ſundꝛy kinde of P:otections, and by pꝛetence of other Pꝛiuiledges and exem ptions: we charge and com⸗ 
maund. and our expꝛeſſe wt: and pleaſure is. That no Pꝛotection, Pꝛiuiledge 02 exemption to delay any perſons Suite 
oꝛ Action, ſhall from hencefoꝛth be receiued oꝛ allowed in any cur Courts oz elſewhere, which are oꝛ all be contrary oz re 
pugnant to the Lawes of this Kealme. 
And kurthermoꝛe, we will and command, that no aſſignements of Debts oꝛ Actions be made vnto vs by any that is, oꝛ 
ꝛetendeth to bee indebted vnto vs, who is otherwiſe able and ſufficient by himſelfe, oꝛ by his Surcties,.readil to pay the 
ſame Debt. noꝛ any aſſignment talien to our vſe of any Debt. other then ſuch, as ſhal then appeare to be a iuſt a true Debt. 
And io2 that wee are certainely inloꝛmed ol man great diſoꝛders and abuſes, to the great griefe of our louing Subiects

as well by Salt petermen and luch as hauc oꝛ pꝛetend to haue Commiſſion and Authoꝛitie to maße Salt peter, as alſo by 
ſundꝛie Purueroꝛs and Takers ot Carts ad other pꝛouiſions koꝛ our vie and ſeruice: Chereloꝛe wee doe expꝛelly charge 
and command, that the ſaid Salt - petermen. Purueyoꝛs à Takers, hauc eſpeciall carc to execute their Offices and Autho- 
rities without any maner of oppꝛeſſion, gricuance oꝛ wꝛong to be done to any our louing Subiects. And if they that 
haue the Commullions,ſhall abuſe the execution of then contraric to this our declaration, We are pleaſed that ſuch, as 
ſhall be gricued therewith, ſhall reſoꝛt ro vs oꝛ our Councell with their complaints. And we doe alſo giue expꝛeſlſe charge 
and commandement to all Lawyers, Atturnepes, Officers and Clarnes, oł and in any our Courts of Juſtice whatſocuer, 
Eccleſiaſticall oz Tempoꝛall, that they noꝛ any of them extoꝛt oz take any vndue oꝛ exceſſiue Fees, but ſuch onely as are al- 
lowed to be had oz taken in the ſame Courts, And to the ende that our pleaſure and commaundement may bee ducly 
and effectuallp perfoꝛmed, and obſerued in the pꝛemiſſes: Wee doe hereby notifie and declare, that whoſocuer ſhall pꝛe⸗ 
ſume to bzcalic oꝛ violate in any thing afoꝛeſapd cur Ropall commaundements, ther ſhall thereby incurre our indignati⸗ 
Mp on and diſpleaſure, And that vpon complaint and pꝛoole thereofmade, we will not faile to pꝛoccede to ſuch ſeuere punich⸗ 
ment againſt ſuch offenders accoꝛding to their demcerits, as ſhall bee fit fo2 ſo high and contemptuous an offetice, Theſc 
graces aboue ſpeciſied, as we doc pꝛeſently extend to our people, and doe intend others hereafter when we ſhail vnderſtẽ nd 
moꝛe particularly wherein wee map yeelde them comkozt : So becauſe things wel meant may in the mea ner of the cre- 
cution of them be abuſed; and Complaints grounded vyon iuſt cauſes,may in the crauing of remedy be accompanied with 
offenſiue pzoccedings, We haue thought good to admoniſh our Subiects that wee doe expect at their hands, that if in the 
things aboue ſpccified,02in any other wherwith they ſhal find themſelues grieued ( which haue not ret come to cur know⸗ 
ledge) they ſhall haue cauſe to ſeehe any thing at our hands, they ſhall fozbeare all aſſembling and ficcking together in 
multitudes, but ſhall in lawkull and decent maner without numbers, without clamoꝛ, oꝛ any other kind ok diſoꝛder, reſoꝛt 
to vs oꝛ our Councell by wap ot humble Petition; krom whom they ſhall receiue ſuch ant wert, as ſhall male menifeſt the 
zcale we haue to the obſeruation of Juſtice, and maintenance of their welfare, if their Cemplaints be iuſt. Ind en the o⸗ 
ther ſide. it we ſbal perceiue that their petitions ſhal ſauour ofhumo?, and tend only to llaunder and calumntaticn.andin- 
deed haut no other foundation but ſuch as often happeneth in vulgar people, vnder pꝛetence of ſeeking publißze redꝛeſſeg 
to vtter pꝛiuate malice: e would haue them vnderſtand hereby, that they ſhall not onely diſpleaſe vs therin, but finde 
that we hold it no leſſe the Office of a pꝛince to Pꝛotect their Magiſtrates and Officers, and all publique perſons in their 
iuſt cauſes , then to giue redꝛeſſe to the vulgar ſoꝛt, when they haue indeede cauſe to complaine, againſt all perſons how 

great ſocuer they be in rule oꝛ dignitie vnder vs: Referuing to our felfe the Right iuſtly appertaining to our P2erogatiue, 

fo: that we would not haue it concetued, that in doing theſe things out of our Grace, we doe intend to renounce thoſe an 

cient dueties and Pꝛiuiledges, which haue deſcended vpon vs with the ſucceſſion of our Bingdomes. And ſoꝛ that 
we are inkoꝛmed, that there hath bene heretofoꝛe great neglect in this Kingdome of ficeping the Sabbath day : Foz bet 

ter obſeruing ofthe ſame,andauopding of all impious pꝛophanation of it, wee do ſkraightly charge and commarind, that 

no Beare-bayttng, Bul-bayting, Enterludes, common Plaxyes,o0: other like diſoꝛdered oꝛ tnlawful Exerciſes oz Paſtimes 
be frequented, kept oꝛ vſed, at any time hereafter vpon any Sabbath day. |
